Taft is ti near neighbor of Mr. Wilson, 
both living, as p e r h a p s is befitting, on 
nu “em inence" from which a par t, tit 
least, of tim capital city is overlooked. 


Walks to Work. 
The chief Justice Is nearly sixty six 
years old, but he walks from his Wyo­ 
ming avenue residence to the rooms of 
the Supreme court, three miles dis­ 
tant, every week-day of his life, and 
sometimes he m akes the return jour­ 
ney on foot. 
W hen he does not he 
takes a street car, a* was the habit 
of the late Thief Justice Edward r><ui- 
glas White. 
In fact, the sfrfiet-cnr 
riding habits of the justice' of the 
Supreme I’oiirt of the United States 
are pretty well fixed. 
Perhaps the 
associate .justices were moved to ti'irvz 
this means of transportation by exam ­ 
ple of tile presiding Judge, hut more 
likely it is the result of their desire 
to get 
i.* ny daily from the awful 
solemnity of the atm osphere of the 
proceedings in the great tribunal.

Justice 
oliver 
Wendell 
Holmes, son of the Massaehusetts poet 
and philosopher, is eighty two year- 
old. 
He still walks daily from his 
residence in northwest Washington to 
the capitol and makes nothing of the 
three mile* of the journey. 
Ile, like 
other justice*, ordinarily rides huck 
home in a street car, and he frequently 
i' seen conversing with some fellow 
passenger whom lie never saw before 
and who probably has no idea on earth 
that he is talking with oliver Wendell 
Holmes. 


Holmes Carries Two Bullets. 
If perhaps is too old a hit of Infor­ 
m ation to justify repetition, hut, never­ 
theless, one may ignore the danger of 
tim charge of repetition and say that 
Associate Justice Holmes is a Civil 
w ar veteran, four times wounded in 
battle and who, it is understood, still 
carries somewhere inside the surface 
of things human two bullets which h< 
accumulated in Hip days of civil .'(rife.

Louis 
Beni I ii,” 
Branders, who w as appointed to th* 
Suprem e bench by Woodrow Wilson. 
was horn in Louisville, Ivy.. In I AVI 
He is a year older than William How­ 
ard Taft. 
Justice Brandeis has kept 
tip Ills interest in what, perhaps loose­ 
ly, may be called social service work. 
Social service workers have a consider­ 
able part in the life of the Brahdei* 
family. 
W hen an appointm ent is m ade to 
the Supreme court the appointee I* 
certain for a time to he the target for 
the shafts of criticism of group* of 
people of various kinds of thought. 
When Justice B rand cts was appointed 
he w as declared to be too radical. 
W hen Pierce Butler w as appointed he 
was declared to lie ton conservative; 
setae of the critics said reactionary. 
W hen the decision* of the Supreme 
court are read am! there is a division 
of the bench, it almost Invariably i- 
found that the lines of the division do 
not anything like alw ay* follow the | 
lines of the supposed leanings t h e 
way or that way of the assenting or 
dissenting Judges. 
T here have been constant rumor-- 
that two of the pres-ent associate Jus­ 
tle** of the Supreme court. Joseph Mc­ 
Kenna and Oliver Wendell Holmes, in­ 
tended soon to resign from the bench. 
Both of these judges are Republican 
in politics. Justice McKenna is eighty 
years old, being two years younger 
than Justice Holmes. 
One is ten and I 
the other twelve years pn.st the retir­ 
ing age. 
President H arding already has ap ­ 
pointed three members of the Supreme 
court. Justices Tuft, Sutherland and 
Butler.

Locust Plague Won’t 
Enter Northern Ohio 


There in no fear the large brood of 
17-year locusts that has appeared in 
southern Ohio extending north of its 
present northern limit, in tie- region 
of Chlllicothe. 
So entomologists at 
the Ohio State university sa-id today, 
in a statement on the habits of tnia 
recurring pest. 
South of Chlllicothe the wood.» ¡»re 
ringing with a brood of locusts nunu r- 
ous beyond anticipation, and thi.> brood 
extends across th*- Ohio river to cov* r 
all or part of Kentucky, West Vir­ 
ginia, Virginia and Pennsylvania. The 
last “plague of locusts” to visit thrn 
area was, naturally, in 1906. 
Ohio has suffered other visitations 
of locus. \ 
in the 
present 
century, 
.hief of which were those which in 
1919 plagued Columbus anjl 
counties 
east of there, and which in 1914 ap­ 
peared in eastern counties. 
The swarms appear mu- uly in wood­ 
land, and the females lays eggs ia 
the tw:gs of shade and 
fruit 
trees. 
These twigs die and often fall oft at 
the ends. 
Forest trees suffer most. 
There is no way to prevent this dam­ 
age. 
Females are now beginning to lay 
eggs, and will continue to lay until 
midsummer. 
Late in summer these
